Qualifications 


General Information 


As in past years, these programs may be 
offered directly by the Ministry, or by colleges, 
faculties, and schools of education. This is the 
last summer, however, that the Ministry will be 
responsible for the direct operation of such 
programs. Beginning in 1980, all such pro- 
grams, with a few exceptions, will be offered by 
the colleges, faculties, and schools of educa- 
tion. 


Eligibility for admission: 
The admission requirements for each program 
are outlined on the following pages. 


Teachers-in-training at the Ontario Teacher 
Education College or an Ontario college, facul- 
ty, or school of education, and teachers who 
hold an Ontario Teacher’s Certificate may 
apply for admission to any of the programs for 
which they are otherwise qualified. A Letter of 
Permission or a Letter of Standing will not be 
accepted in lieu of an Ontario Teacher’s Cer- 
tificate for admission to any program. (An 
Ontario Teacher’s Certificate is not required 
for the two special programs, Native Counsel- 
lor’s Training Program and School Attendance 
Counsellor’s Certification Program, pages 42 
and 43.) 


Some programs require a certain number of 
years of successful teaching experience as a 
prerequisite for admission. Teaching experi- 
ence obtained on a Letter of Permission will 
not be accepted towards the experience 
requirement for any program. 


The eligibility of each applicant for Ministry 
credit will be determined by the Information 
Systems and Records Branch, Ministry of Edu- 
cation, Ontario, Mowat Block, Queen’s Park, 
Toronto, Ontario M7A 1L2. 


Advanced Standing 

If candidates have previously completed 
related courses, they may send the transcripts 
of these courses to the Information Systems 
and Records Branch and inquire about their 
eligibility for exemption from one or more of 
the courses leading to the most advanced cer- 
tificate in the subject area. 


Additional Qualifications 

A candidate who has been admitted by the 
Information Systems and Records Branch to a 
course leading to a Ministry qualification will 
be sent an updated Ontario Teacher’s Qualifi- 
cations Record Card once the official in 
charge of the course reports to the Information 
Systems and Records Branch that the candi- 
date has successfully completed the course. 


Note 1: Any candidate attending a program in 
which children are participating, and who has 
not during the preceding year either taught for 
a school board or attended a program leading 
to basic certification as a teacher in Ontario, 
shall provide, on the first day of the program, 
evidence of freedom from active tuberculosis. 


Note 2: Teachers attending a summer program 
given entirely in French are eligible to apply for 
bursaries funded by the Secretary of State.

General Information 


Application and Fees 

Applications for admission are to be mailed to 
the Ministry of Education, Ontario, 

P.O. Box 560, Postal Station F, 50 Charles 
Street East, Toronto, Ontario M4Y 2N4. 


The following is the schedule of fees for 1979: 
A four-week or five-week course (125 hours): 
tuition fee of $150 plus registration fee of $25 — 
S175; 

A two-week seminar: tuition fee of $60 plus 
registration fee of $10 — $70; 

A one-week seminar: tuition fee of $30 plus 
registration fee of $10 — $40. 


Fees must be paid by cheque or money order 
made payable to the Treasurer of Ontario and 
must be submitted with the application form. 
Postdated cheques will not be accepted. If 
applicants are not admitted, their total fees will 
be refunded. 


Applications should be mailed early. If, asa 
result of the sma!l number of applicants, the 
Ministry should decide not to offer a program, 
applicants for admission thereto will be 
notified shortly after May 17. 


An interim receipt will not be sent to appli- 
cants, but receipt of the registration fee will be 
acknowledged in the letter of admission or 
refusal. An official receipt for deduction under 
Paragraph 60(f) of the Income Tax Act will be 
issued by the Ministry of Education, Ontario, 
between January 1 and February 28, 1980, to 
everyone who has attended a program. 


Ex-servicemen and women of Her Majesty’s 
Forces who were on active service during the 
Second World War or the Korean War are not 
required to pay any fees, but must submit, with 
their application form, documentary evidence 
of such active service and of honourable dis- 
charge. 


Refunds 

If a candidate withdraws from a Ministry of 
Education program prior to the first day of that 
program, a refund of the tuition fee only (but 
not the registration fee) will be made. 


If a candidate withdraws for any reason during 
the first week of a program, a refund will be 
made at the rate of $30 for each remaining full 
week. No refund will be made in the case of 
withdrawal during the second or succeeding 
weeks of a program except for medical rea- 
sons supported by a doctor’s certificate, or on 
compassionate grounds. 


Registration 

All candidates will present themselves for reg- 
istration with their Letter of Admission at 08:00 
on the first day of the session at the places at 
which the programs are to be given, unless 
otherwise directed. 


Candidates for Principal’s Qualifications will 
present themselves for registration on the 
dates and at the times indicated by the course 
principal. 


Some programs will levy a social fee, to be 
paid by the candidates at the time of registra- 
tion. 


Attendance 

Since the programs are brief and the work 
concentrated, regular attendance is mandato- 
ry. There is no provision for admitting candi- 
dates who are not prepared to attend regularly 
for the full period of the program. 


Since each summer program is a complete 
unit designed to occupy the full attention of 
candidates, it is not possible for a candidate to 
be admitted to more than one of the programs 
scheduled for the same dates. 


Ministry Credit 

A candidate who has been admitted by the 
Information Systems and Records Branch toa 
program for which additional qualification is 
not granted may be given a Letter of Atten- 
dance or granted Ministry credit in the form of 
a Letter of Success once the official in charge 
of the program reports to the Information Sys- 
tems and Records Branch that the candidate 
has successfully completed the program. 


Appeals 

Candidates who do not qualify for standing ina 
course may have their cases reconsidered by 
lodging an appeal in writing with the Informa- 
tion Systems and Records Branch on or before 
November 5, 1979. Such candidates must state 
the reasons for the appeal and enclose a 
cheque for $2 payable to the Treasurer of 
Ontario. The fee will be refunded to those 
candidates whose appeals are successful.
